Judging by {the samples which he cites 
from his own circle of friends—though this 
circle, to be sure, is an untaually.

Ho knows a married 
lady who spends hor days in writing 
‘vaporoya verses’ ;:her husband ia a tan- 
ner, and boyend hides and skins neithor 
knows nor carea for anything, - - Another, a 
male friond, ian poct, whose prodictions 
ara published by Lemorre in his choice and 
dainty’ fashion; this friend’s wife. is a 
graduate in mathematical-scienees. One of 
his acquaintances, ‘again, who'is a member

he ecornfully adda, ‘knows a little about 
spelling.” Another is an Agnostic of the | 
Inggressive type; hid wifo ia always ‘at: 
jchurch. ‘Vo are bidden to ask ourselvos

; tagethor, and how they can unite in direct- 
ing the education of their children. 
« Being in this “comnion-serse, unsenti- 
mental vein, the ex-Minister ventures to

popular fortnightly, that. in. his opinion 
there are- not many among them who are 
capable of inspiring love at a glance, 
though-thore aro not a few. who know’ well 
how to make themselves beautiful by charm 
ofmanner, Frenchw-men, ho says, speak- 
ing generally, begiu by being agrevable ; te 
become irresistible-they need time. .
